ill Introduction: 

No. l/J/OO-Elh I &JjlTexliles).—In pursuance to pro¬ 
visions contained in OGL-3 in respect of export of yarn, 
fabrics and made-ups to USA, Canada, EEC, Austria, Fin¬ 
land, Sweden and Norway, the policy for allotmeut cf en¬ 
titlements (hereinafter referred to as the Allotment Policy) 
for the years 19yi—J 993 shall be as hereinafter provided. 
However, depending upon the outcome of the Uruguay. 
Round of Negotiations and the future of M.F.A,, Govern¬ 
ment reserves the-right to-amend the policy, as necessary. 

(2) Administration : 

Unless otherwise directed, the Executive Director, Cotton 
Testilcs .Export Promotion Council (TEXPROCIL) shall allo¬ 
cate entitlement for all yarn, fabrics and made-ups except tor 
woollen yarn, fabrics and made-ups for which allotment will 
be made by the Secretary, Wool and Woollen Export Pro¬ 
motion. Council (W&WEPCj. However, necessary certification 
for all such exports shall be done by TEXPROCIL only. 

(ii) For the purpose of the above the Executivo Director, 
TEXPROCIL and Secretary, W&WEPC shall mean and in¬ 
clude such other officials to whom they expressly or other¬ 
wise delegate part or whole i;f their functions and responsi¬ 
bilities. 

fiii) The ED TEXPROCIL and the Secretary, W&WEPC, 
notwithstanding any delegation effected by them, shall be 
accountable to the Ministry'of Textiles for implementation of 
the policy. 

(iv) The Ministry of Textiles shall be the final authority 
regarding interpretation of any of the provisions of- this -noti¬ 
fication) The Ministry of Textiles may also issuo such guide 
lines as it deems fit from time to time, regarding agencies 
of administration, their functions and responsibilities and may 
reallocate part or whole df the functions and responsibilities 
lo such auihorilies as it deems fit. 

(v) Export entitlements will be allotted only to exporters 
registered with the competent registering authorities under 
the Import-Export Policy, 

(3) Hase Period : 

The phrase “Base period" for an allotment year wherever 
appearing in Ihix Notification shall mean the two calendar 
years preceding the year immediately before that allotment 
year. For example the base period for the year 1991 shall 
be Ihe years. 19HR and 1989. 

(4; Systems of Allotment : 

Quantities for exporl ill each allotment year shall be allo¬ 
cated according lo the following systems at rates indicated 
against each of them subject to Cl. 16.

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(ii) Apart from the above, quantities that become available 
time to time on account of surrenders, flexibilities or otherwise 
shall also be allocated under FCFS System. 

(iii) Government of India in the Ministry of Textiles reserves 
the right to allocate entitlements in variation with the above 
in case it is considered so desirable in view of changes in 
demand patterns. 

,5. Government of India in the Ministry of Textiles may 
decide, if so satisfied, that part or whole of any of the quan¬ 
tities earmarked tor FCFS either by way of original allocation 
or on account of surrender/flexibilities etc,, shall be allotted 
in such other manner as it deems fit, 

(6J Allotments ; 

(i) For the purpose of utilisation of allotments, the year 
shall be divided into two periods for PPE, CRE and PSE. 
The first period Shall be from 4ttt January to 31st May. The 
second period shall be from 1st June to 30th September, 
A minimum of 50 per cent of the allotments shall be utilised 
during first period and the balance during the second period. 
The validity period of FCFS shall be 90 days, but not 
beyond 31st December. The unutilised portion of any entitle¬ 
ment shall stand automatically surrendered at the end of 
each period subject to Cl. 7, 8, 9 and 12. 

(iij The quantities earmarked in the above system* shall 
be released in the first period. As far us possible, tl» quan¬ 
tities shall be opened on 1st January end for this purpose 
applications may be invited during the previous gear. 

(iii) The entire quantity under FCFS system shall be open¬ 
ed at the beginning of the allotment year [subject to clause 
4(h) above) and for this purpose applications may be invited 
during the previous year. 

(7) Past Performance Entitlement (PPE): 

(i) The agency for computation of PPE shall be E.D., 
TEXPROCIL. Computation shall be done in the following 
manner. 

(ii) Available levels will be allotted pro-rata on (he value 
of exports during the base period by the applicants in each 
country /category. Allotments, however, will be restricted to 
the average annual export performance of India in the 
country/cate gory during the base period. 

(id) PPE shall be transferable, either in full or in part, 
during the period of original validity of PPE. ■ 

(.iv) A transferred PPE (hereinafter referred to as PPT) 
shall be valid for the allotment period for which the transfer 
is effected. 

(v) Shipments against PPT shall be counted as exports by 
the transferee. 

(vi) Transfer of a PPT is not allowed, 

(vii) Transfer of PPE during the period of extension (i.e. 
either under Cl. 7(ii) or Cl. 12(ii>] is not allowed. 

(8) Surrender and Extension of PPE : 

(i) The quantity not utilised during the first period shall be 
automatically surrendered. 

(ii) Validity of the quantity not utilised during second per¬ 
iod, however, can be extended upto 31st December against 
letter of credit backed by EMD/BG at the rate mentioned 
in Sub-Clause (iii) below. An application for extension of 
validity must reach TEXPROCIL during the period of origi¬ 
nal validity of the entitlement.

(9) Contract Reservation System (CRE) : 

(i) For allotment of CRE, the exporter will have to submit 
alongwith his application, a firm order, backed by EMD/BG 
prescribed at CJ. 8(iii) above. 

(ii) A CRE allotment shall be transferable, 

(ill) For the purpose of utilisation of CRE, the year shall 
be divided into two periods,. The first period aEgali be from 
1st January to 31st May and the second period shall be from 
1st June to 30th September. At least 50 per cent of the 
allotment shall be utilised during the flfst period and the 
bulance during the second period. Any quantity not utilised 
during the first period shall stand automatically surrendered. 

(iv) Validity of the quantity earmarked for the second 
period, however, can be extended upto 31st December against 
letter of credit backed by EMD/BG at the rates prescribed at 
para 8(iii).

(11) First Come-First Served (FCFS) System : 

(i) Quantities shall be allocated on first come first served 
basis against EMD/BG.

(ii) Textile Commissioner may fix the maximum quantity 
that can be applied for each country/category under FCFS 
by an exporter in one day if the Textile Commissioner feels 
it necessary to do so. 

(iii) Allotments under this system shall be valid for a period 
of 90 days, but not beyond 31st December of the allotment 
year subject to Clause 14. 

(iv) The rate of EMD/BG shall be 5 per cent of FOB 
value applied for. 

(v) On a particular day when available quantities are over¬ 
subscribed, eligibility shall be decided on the basis of higher 
unit value realisation among the applications received on, this 
particular date. 

(12) Manufacturer Exporter Entitlement System : 

(1) Allotment under this system shall be made to Manu¬ 
facturer-Exporters who have undertaken substantial moderni¬ 
sation and upgradation of technology in their plant and machi¬ 
nery during the base period. Guidelines and norms of digi- 
bibiy will be separately notified by the Textile Commissioner. 
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(ii) The Textile Commissioner shall be the authority to 
decide the eligibility and production capacity of the Manu¬ 
facturer-Exporters within the meaning of this system. 

(hi) Allotment under this system shall be only in re;pect 
of goods manufactured in the production unit modernised 
and upgraded as determined by the Textile Commissioner. 

(iv) Available quantity will be distributed by the Executive 
Director, TEXPROCIL on the basis of production capacity 
of eligible applicants as decided by the Textile Commissioner. 
Each eligible applicant may opt for a maximum of 15 
country/categories for the above allotment. 


(hi) All forfeited EMD/BG shall be deposited into a 
Public Deposit account of Government to be operated in 
such manner as Government notifies from time to time. 

(iv) Persons to whom export entitlements are allotted but 
who do not utilise these fully would render themselves 
liable to disqualification from getting entitlement in future 
without prejudice to any other action that may be (liken 
against them.

(v) When the quantity allotted to any applicant in any one 
country/category is too small (as decided by the. Textile Com¬ 
missioner), the Executive Director, TEXPROCIL shall reallo¬ 
cate such quantity in such a manner that the quantities allot¬ 
ted to each of the applicants is reasonable enough. 

(vi) Allotments under this system are not transferable. The 
allottees shall, at the time of certification of shipments submit 
an affidavit that goods being exported haye been manufac¬ 
tured in his production unit so modernised/upgraded. 

(vii) Floor prices in respect of categories for allotments 
under this system shall be separately prescribed by the Textile 
Commissioner,

(17) Appeal against forfeiture of EMD/BG. 

bv A ED e TFXPRr^n “ fl r eVed S? , an ordcr of forfeiture 
under P ara 16 abov e may appeal before 
the textile Commissioner within 15 days of receipt of such 
communication on forfeiture. The Textile Commissioner shall 
upon receipt of such representation give a mling as early as 
possible. While disposing of appeals, he may also take into 
consideration force majeur conditions if any . He may also 
lake into consideration the promptness in surrendering of 
imutihsed entitlements during their validity. For this purpose 
the lex tie Commissioner shall mean and include such other 
officer designated by him. He shall also give an opportunity 
for persona) hearing if requested for the appellant. 


Under all the five systems, Textile Commissioner shall 
fix floor prices, While fixing floor price, the average unit 
value realisation during the base period and the fluctua¬ 
tions In exchange rates shall be taken into con*-'deration. 

(14) Certification/Shipment 

(1) Thy validity of certification by TEXPROCIL under al) 
systems of allotment shall be for a period of 30 days. 

(Ii) In all systems of allotment, extension of the validity 
period of certification can be extended by another 30 days 
by TEXPROCIL by furnishing to TEXEROCTL an additional 
EMD/BG of 50 per cent of the rates mentioned in para 
8(iii) above and para ll(iv) of FCFS for the quantity for 
which such extension is sought. All application for extension 
must reach TEXPROCIL during the period of validity of 
the original certification. 

(Ill) Neither the original certification nor the extended 
certificate shall be valid beyond 31st December. 

(15) Slow-moving items 

(i) An item shall be notified as slow-moving if during each 
of the years of the base period the utilisation has been less 
than 75 per cent of the base level for the corresponding 
years. The ED, TEXPROCIL shall notify the items that aie 
slow-moving latest by 1st December of the previous year.

(a) There shall be no stipulation of compulsory L.C.
